MARINE COURT OF: ENQUIRY, 

Yesterday morning a marine court ot anguiry 
was held atthy Harbour Master's Office for the 
purpose of tiuking enquiry respecting tho cir 
cuinstanees counected with the stranding of the 
British steamor Siskan (John Jenkins, master).
